The Manila Times has the following. 
The last reports received 
from Hong- 
kong Indicate that that city Is on the 
verge of another 
serious t plague 
epi- 
demic, 
such as visited the port in 
1894, 
and which 
was followed by 
recrudes- 
cences in 1896 and 1897. 
The last 
official report 
shows 
that 
for 
the week 
ending May 
4th 
there 
were 
ninety-thre- 
e 
cases and 
ninety-tw- 
o 
deaths. 
A study of the official repoits 
of the Hongkong Sanitary Board shows 
since January 30th at first a gradual 
and latterly a rapid Increase in the num- 
ber of cases. Commencing 
with the week 
ending- January 
SOth, there were 
two 
cases; 
this gradually 
Increased up to 
April 20th, 
when 
there were 
twenty-fou- r 
cases In the week. 
The week fol- 
lowing that there were 
sixty-fiv-e 
cases, 
and the last week 
ninety-thre- 
e. 
Hongkong's 
population 
Is 
approxi- 
mately 
that 
of 
Manila, 
our 
census 
showing about 250,000, and their 
252,0X0. 
It is Interesting, then, to note that lost 
week's plague report for Manila shows 
i total of forty-on- e 
cases, less than half 
of Hongkong's number. 
It Is a matter 
of further interest that Hongkong has 
declared a quarantine 
against 
Manila, 
while 
Manila has so far not observed 
this 
necessity 
with the 
neighboring 
port, 
but undoubtedly 
steps will 
be 
taken at an early date. 
That Hongkong is in serious danger 
of a terrible epidemic, 
is evidenced 
by 
recent news In private correspondence. 
Two nf the 
ninety-thre- e 
cases reported 
for the 
week 
ending May 
4th, 
wore 
Thiiopenns. 
Roth were employes 
in the 
store of Watson 
& Co., druggists, 
who 
employ 
many Chinese 
One of 
these 
has died, the other probably will. Just 
before boliif taken vl'h 
Mm pl.ign 
the 
latter wrote to a friend In Manila, 
and 
referred 
to the plague ns 
follows- 
- 
"We have been stunk out last 
week 
with a load of dead rats, they get under 
the lloora nnd then peg out from plague, 
and then they begin 
to talk." 
It Is an established fact that rats aio 
the must effective 
carriers 
of plague, 
ami 
when it gets among them there 
Is 
practically 
little 
hope 
of averting 
nn 
epidemic, As the writer above describes, 
they die, and their rotting bodies diffuse 
tho atmosphere 
with tho 
gorms. 
Not 
only this hut tho mosquitoes carry 
tho 
disease germ 
from 
tho rat to tho 
per-so- n 
It Is tho history 
of plaguo that 
when the rntH begin to dlo In any 
mini-Ite- 
rs 
It Is tho signal for a violent spread,

Work on every brunch of the Rapid 
Transit Rallwny svsteni Is being 
push- 
ed. 
The cur sheds, 
In which the big 


forty-fo- ot 
cars are being set 
up, 
re- 
sound 
with the noise ot the hammer, 
while 
In the engine (nnd boiler rooms, 
machinists are engaged 
In putting 
on 
the finishing touches 
The engines nnd 
hollers nre In place nnd the electric at- 
tachments 
are being connected 
with 
the great dvnamos. 
A number of 
al- 
terations 
had to be made to ndd 
cer- 
tain Improvements which were found 
necessnry 
In order to mnke 
the plant 
complete In eveiy detail, and this work 
ban 
delayed matteis 
somewhat. 
The 
heavy pipes over the nrtesan 
well Just 
sunk are being placed 
In position, 
and 
It Is hoped that some time during this 
week the wheels 
enn be turned. 
The stieot 
work 
Is progressing, and 
two crossings have already been set In 
place. 
These are at the Intersections of 
Port and Hotel and Nuuanu and Hotel 
'streets, the work being done at night, 
In order that general traffic may not 
be 
Impeded. 
The trolley 
wires hnve 
been 
strung 
on the Punahou 
section, 
and next week work on the Palama 
sec- 
tion 
from Llllha street 
will 
be 
com- 
menced. 
The company plans to open up 
the Hotel street 
section first. 
Ralfs 
will be placed 
on the new street open- 
ing 
between Alnpal 
and 
Punchbowl, 
.through what Is know ns Printer's lnne. 
The mils are 
already connected 
to 
preserve tho continuity 
of the electric 
current, 
nnd 
no trouble 
Is anticipated 


, from this 
source, 
once the cars 
nre 
started 
over the 
line. 
Residents 
of 
Honolulu little renll7e 
whnt a tremen- 
dous amount ot work has been done 
In 
starting this enterprise, 
and have 
lit- 
tle knowledge of the expensive plant 
of mnchlnery which hns been Installed 
In the big, 
long brick buildings which 
occupy 
much of the 
ground 
between 
Young, Alnpal 
nnd Beretnnla 
streets. 
Inside 
will be 
found 
alieady 
erected 
one of the finest electric power plants 
In the United Stntes 
Tho great dvna- 
mos are of the finest patterns 
obtain- 
able, while the boilers represent the fin- 
est tpe 
of 
mechanical 
construction 
The company 
hns sunk 
an artesian 
well by which It can obtain at leaat 
I.OOOOO 
gnllons 
of wnter per day. 
In the car sheds woikmen have set 
up four 
out of the eight 
forty-fo- ot 
'cars which 
will he started. 
These nre 
fortv feet long, tubular 
In shape, hnv- - 
,lng a seating capacltv of fortv persons 
each 
The cars 
hnve vestibule 
pint-for- 
which nre provided with power- 
ful Westlnghouse motors 
The Interior 
of the enrs nppears somewhnt odd, on 
account of the tubular shape 
Ry this 
means 
however, 
the cars can bo made 
either open or closed 
within the space 
nf five minutes 
The seats are arranged 
HKe those of a milroad cor. 
The 
win- 
dows nre curved 
to .accord with 
the 
bulge of the side of the car 
Thee can 
be pushed up until thov lnv 
In a 
horl-yont- 
n' 
position nlong the celling of the 
car. 
If nccesarv the wood sill 
from 
thp lowpr part ot the window 
to the

Side rails extend

Klectrle headlights, as well as 
electric

There nre nlso two lnrge 
tiolley-pnrt- 
y 
enrs of the finest male, nnd supplied 
with nil the comforts of parlor cars. A 
number of smaller enrs are still encased 
in the boxes 
In which 
thev 
nrrlved

manufacturer 
Thee 
will 
bo set up ns soon as the large cars nre 
out ot tho wny

Legislature Works 
On Payroll 


Bill. 


It la nigh time thnt someone 
was 
pro- 
tecting 
the 
legislators 
from 
their 
friends. 
Not, primarily, for the bene- 
fit of the 
legislators themselves, 
but 
for the benefit 
of the public, 
who nre 
In danger of having their taxes raised 
In order to allow the Home Rulers to 
grow fat In the public 
crib. 
Yesterday 
the legislators did what they could for 
their friends on the police 
force. Many 
on the force 
were remembered. 
The 
salaries of those who stood high In au- 
thority 
were 
not tampered 
with 
so 
much 
as the 
minor 
positions. 
Con- 
stables, Jailors, guards and patrolmen 
came In for the major portion of the 
considerate legislators. 
As an example 
f the way In which the Home Itulers 
are 
heeding 
the advice 
of the 
man 
whom Chauncey M. Depew says should 
be nominated and elected to the presi- 
dency of the United States for a third 
term, may 
be cited the way 
Gover- 
nor Dole's figures were changed In one 
particular 
case. 
The last appropriation 
for the Island of Hawaii called for 
$50-0- 
0. 
This 
the 
Governor thought 
too 
small, and In his estimate, 
raised the 
.mount to 
$G0,O00. 
The 
frugal-minde- d 
reformers were very much 
shocked at 
the "profligacy" of the chief executive, 
and said that the whole 
thing needed 
reforming. 
When the committee was 
appointed to look over this part of the 
list, instead 
of cutting 
down 
salaries 
and keeping the figures anywhere near 
the amount heretofore 
expended, 
posi- 
tions were 
created, and other 
things 
done that raised the amount from 
$60,-- 0 
to 
$74,480. 
These figures are in 
ex- 
cess of those submitted by the Gover- 
nor to the amount of 
$14,480. 
The mounted patrol came In for 
con- 
siderable discussion. 
Their 
faults and 
their virtues were sung by their 
par- 
tisan foes 
and frlepds. 
The 
division 
along this line was not made geograph- 
ically, some 
of the supporters 
of the 
system, such as Dickey, 
coming from 
the 
other Islands, 
while one 
or twp 
Honolulnns, 
notably 
Prendergnst, 
spoke 
against 
the 
mounted 
police. 
Mossman also made a strong and long 
speech against them. 
Very little was done during the morn- 
ing. 
It was 
Emmeluth's 
suggestion 
that the 
House adjourn at an 
early 
hour, and that the members from each 
Island consider the salaries 
of the 
po- 
lice under their own Immediate super- 
vision. 
MORNING 
SESSION. 
There was but one matter up for dis- 
cussion yesterday, that of the salaries 
of the police of the Territory. 
This was 
touched upon 
In the morning, and 
It 
wns 
not concluded 
with the 
adjourn- 
ment for the day. The salaries of those 
who keep law and order on thp Island 
of Hawaii came first f'ir consideration. 
Dickey wanted the matter referred 
to 
a special committee. 
Kwallko suggest- 
ed that It be considered Item 
by Item. 
Emmeluth said that to refer the matter 
to a special committee would 
be worse 
than 
useless, 
as the legislators 
would 
do "Just as they blooming pleased, any- 
how." 
After having expressed himself 
In this choice bit of Londonese, 
Em- 
meluth took a shot or two nt the dila- 
tory methods of his political brethren, 
nnd sat down. 
After some 
more chin 
music, the motion by Ewallko was car- - 
rlcd, and the bill wns considered Item 
by 
Item.

In Porto Rico In a short 
while to enable the plnnters 
to renew their 
devastated 
acres 
and that there 
Is a great future 
for the sugar IndiiBtry there. 
He deplores 
tho rush of I'orto Rtcans 
to other countries 
and declares that 
tho 
I'orto Rlcan planters will feel 
the consequences 
in 
the 
near 
future, 
and 
then 
they 
will also 
have a labor 
problem 
to solve us the planters have had In Ha- 
waii for the past year. 
The correspondent 
says: 
In regard 
to the output of prtsent sugar crop, I confirm my opinion that 
It 
will not 
bo much larger than last year's. 
At 
tho beginning 
of the 
crop 
tho 
estimates 
were 
100,000 tons, and since, 
and 70,000 tons have been talked 
about. 
The weather has been very 
favorable, 
with occasional 
showers that have not 
prevented 
tho manufacturing work. 
The number of acres 
In this section Is moro 
or less the same as for the past two years, 
the planters not being able 
to push 
ahead for lack 
of money. 
The lack of credit and scarcity 
of money on the Island 
Is the great problem for the present, 
and ns It 
Is at the samo tlmo the cause 
of 
emigration, 
the consequences 
of which 
will 
be felt 
In tho near 
future, 
wo shall 
have that problem 
to solve 
Our 
banks 
are 
all 
commercial 
banks that can afford littlo or no help to tho 
planter, 
as they only loan money at short terms and require 
personal 
guarantee. 
It Is surprising how tho small 
planters 
can resist 
these difficulties and 
luird-lihl- 
year aftfr year! 
To show you their present 
situation, 
I will tell you that 
nome of them, who have good 
pieces of property, 
had to burrow money last year 
under following conditions 
from some local merchants: 
Twelve per cent Interest 
per year, 
compromising 
their crop 
at 
2 cents 
less 
than regular market prices 
on every gallon of molasses, and 
10 cents less on 
ev- 
ery 
100 barrels of sugar. 
If to this fact 
you 
add that for tho first 
time 
In 
400 
years the Porto 
Ricans 
have been compelled 
to seek work 
for an honest 
living 
In foreign 
lands, 
you 
will form nn exact idea of the real situation of this fertile 
Island, and 
it must 
be kept 
In mind that our laborer 
Is attached to his country 
nnd family 
In such a way that while they 
can 
get 
enough 
Jo cover 
the 
most 
pressing 
necessities 
of life they 
will 
never abandon 
them.

What will tho American 
planters think 
of tho situation of their Porto Rlcan 
brothers? 
I know that they would not be willing 
to woik 
under 
such

farmer has told mo that In order to walk straight 
and with the head raised, 
a farmer must 
find money nt less tnnn 
C per cent.
